Representative John DeWitt Warner, of 
New York, who has been looked upon as 
one of the cuckoo leaders of the house, has 
turned upon Mr. Cleveland because he has 
seen fit to sanction the new tariff bill Graft- 
ed in the senate finance committee.

Mr. Warner is indignant, and 
his criticism of Mr. Cleveland and Mr. Cur- 
lisle is very severe.

Taylor Will Not Down. 

The Senate has not yet voted upon the 
coniirmation of CC. H. J. Taylor, the ex- 
Atlanta negro, as recorder of deeds of the 
District of Colubiam, but a vote will prob- 
ably be reached this week. Taylor is work- 
ing industriously with the republican sen- 
ators, and is said to have promised to re- 
tain the republican deputy now in if they 
will vote for his confirmation. 

Senator Martin, of Kansas, is also work- 
ing industriously for Taylor, and predicts 
that he will be confirmed—and he may - be. 
Mr. Cleveland has been throwing all the 
influence of the administration upon the 
Senate to have Taylor contirmed. In fact, 
Mr. Cieveland is doing all in his power 
to bring about Taylor’s confirmation, since 
a rejection of a renomination is a reflection 
upon the president. Mr. Cleveland has not 
yet recovered from the several reflections 
upon him on the part of the senate recent- 
ly. He wants no more. 

They Are Against 

The majority of the house today spoke 
out very plainly against the law which 
docks their salary for absence. Mr. Boatner 
offered an amendment to the legislative 
bill that the old law which is now being 
enforced be declared void. Mr. Richardson, 
who was acting as chairman on the commit- 
tee of the whole, ruled it out of order, but 
the house overruled Mr. ticharson and 
adopted it, showing very plainly that the 
majority of members do not propose to be 
docked. However, when the bill is reported 
to the house there may be an aye and no 
vote and the amendment may be stricken, 
but whether it is or not, the old law will 
be in force for a month or two yet and in 
that time it will have done the work of 
keeping members here. The house leaders 
intended it should do this. It will bring 
about adjournment of congress a month 
earlier than it otherwise would have been.

THE BRIBERY INVESTIGATION. 
Senator Kyle Testifies That Buttz Of- 
fered Him 875,000. 
Washington, May 21.—-The special commit- 
tee appcinted to investigate the eharges of 
bribery alleged to have been attempted by 
Major Buttz, and also to consider the doings 
of ‘ie sugar trust in connection with leg- 
islation, held two sessions today behind 
closed doors and with newspaper men and 
the public excluded. The first began a 
few minutes after 10 o’clock, and lasted un- 
til 1 o’clock, when a recess for an hour was 
taken. During the recess Senator Gray, 
speaking for the committee, said that as 
soon as this case was concluded the com- 
mittee would print the testimony and lay 
it before the senate: He said that it would 
be pretty much on the line of that which 
has heretofore appeared in the newspapers, 

but with more detail. 

The fact that a direct offer of money was 
made has been proven by one witness, at 
least, to the statement of the 
chairman the committee. 

Senator Hunton kne'v nothing except 
upon hearsay evidence, but told the commit- 
tee what he had learned from his son. 

Eppa Hunton, Jr., was next put on the 
stand and told the committee how he 
been approached by Major Buttz and offer- 
ed a sum of money if he would induce his 
father to vote against the pend'ng tariff. 

Senator Kyle was on the stand longer 
than any one else, for it was developed 
that the to bribe had been made to 
him direct by the man who stands charged 
with the commission of the offense. At 
least this was the interpretation put upon 
the testimony- by the committee. Senetor 
Kyle testified that Mr. Buttz had offered 
him money for his vote, saying that he 
could have $75,000 and made an offer of 
$14,000 down. 

Immediately after the cumimittee met, Mr. 
Buttz made a written request of the chair- 
man of the committee to be present with 
his attorney and cross-examine witnesses. 
To this request no attention was given and 
Buttz subsequently gave his request to the 
press. 

At the afternoon session of the eo:nmittee 
Buttz was kept on the stand for upwards 
of three hours. The members of the com- 
mittee declined to say anything pertaining 
to his evidence, for the reason that he has 
not yet concluded. It is understood, how- 
ever, that Buttz denied vehemently that he 
had made any attempt to bribe the senators 
referred to or any other persuns. He was 
accompanied by his attorney, Mr. McGowan. 
It is also said that none of the evidence 
so far adduced implicates any one other 
than Mr. Buttz and that if there was any 
one behind him in the alleged transaction 
the committee has failed tu disCover who 
it was. The committee will meet again to- 
morrow at 10 o’clock.

The Senate Passed on Several Sched- 
ules Yesterday. 
Washington, May 21,—There were no indi- 
cations on the part of-senators this morning 
of any eager desire to do honor to the new 
order for a 10 o’clock meeting. Only seven- 
teen senators rose to join the chaplain in 

prayer. 

Prayer being ended Mr. Manderson call- 
ed attention to the absence of a quorum. 
That necessitated a reli cull of the senate, 
and soon afterwards the necessary forty- 
three senators responded to their names. 
In order to gain a little time for morning 
business, the reading of Saturday’s journal 
was dispensed with. 

The senate at 19:50 o’elock resumed con- 
sideration of the tariff bill, the amending 
question being three items in the glass -ind 
china schedule, $4, 85 and 8&4, which had 
heen reserved last Fridanv at the request 
of Mr. Aldrich, @nd which. again at his 
further request, went over without action. 
This brought the senate to schedule ‘‘C’.-- 
metals and nmranufactures—the first item in 
which was the insertion of an amendment 
Piacin:; iron ore on the dutiable list at 40 
cents per ton. 

‘The debate on this amendment lasted the 
whole day and was for the most part of 
an interesting and somewhat exciting char- 
acter. On the democratic side, it was con- 
fined to Mr. Vest, Mr. Hill, Mr. Butler and 
Mr. Brice: on the republican side it took in 
Mr. Sherman, Mr. Platt, Mr. Haile, Mr. 
Aldrich and others, while the populist party 
was represented by Mr. Peffer. An amend- 
ment offered by the latter to put iron ore 
on the free list was voted down, with only 
four votes in its favor—those of Messrs.

BROWNE AND JONES ARE WITH HIM 


Handcuffs Were Placed on Their 
Wrists and They Were Given 


A FREE RIDE IN THE “BLACK MARIA” 


Coxey and Browne Were Sentenced Heav-

Washington, May 21.—Coxey, Browne and 
Jones were sentenced by Judge Muller in the 
Washington police court this afternoon to

The proceedings preliminary to the passing 
of were in line with the series of 
extraordinary incidents that have marked 
the whole trial. The police courtroom was 
crowded with spectators at 10 o’clock, the 
hour set for passing sentence, but it was 
forty minutes later before the court was 
called to order. During the interval Judge 
Miller wias consultation. with 
Congressmen and Hudson, 
for the defense. The judge’s brother died 
yesterday, and it was only after entreaties 
by the defendants’ counsel that he decided 
not to make another postponement. 

At 10:10 o'clock, when Judge Miller took 
his seat, Mr. Mullowney, the assistant dis- 
trict attorney, moved that sentence be pass- 
ed on Jacob S. Coxey, Carl Browne and 
Christopher Columbus Jones, who were 
sitting inside the rail. Coxey looked anxious, 
Browne happy and browne 
had discarded his greasy leather jacket 
for a sombre cutaway coat. He wore a 
white shirt and a white collar but no neck- 
tie.

Every point had been decided against 
the defendants. On the day they were at 
the capitol there were thousands of people 
On the grass. It was a little difficult for the 
untrained mind to understand how the con- 
gress of the United States could set aside 
grounds from which peaceable people were 
kept out. Mr. Hudson discussed the legal 
features of the case anu auoted a decision 
of Justice Brewer, of the federal supreme 
court, in support of his contention.that anv 
information unsupported by an oath or 
affidavit, as in this case, was null and void. 
The farce of the Was, he said, the 
hypocritical position to which the United 
States was driven by its officers. It had ar- 
rested men on one charge and prosecuted 
them on another.

At five minutes of 2 o'clock, Coxey, 
Browne and Jones, with handcuffs on their 
wrists, were placed in the “Black Maria” 
with a dozen white and negro workhouse 
prisoners, who were not handcuffed, as 


companions, and the van immediately con- 


veyed them to the jail. Coxey did not relish 
free transportation on such a basis, and 
when he was told that he was to be taken to 
the district prison, he asked to be allowed 
to go in a carriage, but his request was not 
granted, and he and his companions were 
compelled to ride the same as other pris- 
oners. 

A score of policemen patrolled the side- 
walks adjacent to the courthouse after the 
sentence was given, and prevented the 
curious. from assembling thereabout. One 
of Coxey’s men, who had been waiting 
around the court, followed the van en 
horseback with the view of getting orders 
from the “‘general’’ as to the future conduct 
of the “army of the commonweai.” 

Coxey’s Proclamation. 

Before going to the police court this 
morning to receive sentence, and apparent- 
ly without any anticipation of the actual 


' outcome, Coxey prepared an elaborate pro- 


clamation, which he furnished to the press. 
One extract will serve as a Specimen of the 
entire production. 

“Some newspapers said we woulda never 
leave MassiHon, O. We left. They said we 
would ‘never cross the Pennsyliviunia line.’ 
We crossed! Next, ‘we would never pass 
through Pittsburg.’ We passed. Next, ‘that 
we were too lazy to climb the Allegheny 
mountains.’ We climbed! -Next, we would 
‘zo to pieces in the sparsely supplied sur- 
roundings of the capitol.’ The pieces did 
not get. Next, ‘that the distirct commis- 
sioners would not allow us to march on 
Pennsylvania avenue.’ We marched! Next, 
‘that we would never have the courage to 
go on the steps of our nation’s home.’ We 
went and were arrested. For what? Exer- 
cising our revolution-sire-founded-consti- 
tutional-right of free speech? Oh, no! They 
dare do that. Their crack of doom would 
come too soon, if they attempted that, 
and they Knew it, too. Their tactics were to 
bring odium upon us, and rely upon a ser- 
vile and soothed scattering press, to black- 
en us.” 

The effect of Coxey’s conviction on his 
camp followers, already demoralized by 
drenching rainstorms, insuficient food and 
shelter and repeated chafge of base, will 
be their enti:s disintegration. 
Even now the “army’’ is mostly made up 
of idle negroes recruited in Washington and 
Maryland and has scarcely any of its orig- 
inal members left. ‘““Oklahoma Sam” and 
Jesse Coxey were hunting this afternoon 
for one of the malcontents who had ridden 
off with a Canadian mare belonging to the 
‘“*general.”’ 


AGAINST BRECKINRIDG Be 
Hon. William C., 
I<xington—Many Women Present. 


Owens Speaks at 


Lexington, Ky., May 21.—Colonel Breckin- 
ridge was shown up in all his wickedness 
by Hon. William C. Owens in his initial 
address to the people of Scott county today. 
Mr. Owens was greeted by a large crowd, 
filling the hall at Georgetown to overflow- 
ing and many who desired admission were 
turned away. Tully 300 women were pres- 
ent, wearing Owens badges, and they join- 
ed in the applause in a manner that plainly 
demonstrated that the womanhood of the 
district is bitterly opposed to sending Colo- 
nel Breckinridge back to congress. ‘The ap- 
~lause was almost ccntinuous throughout 
the speech. 

Resolutions gotten up by the people of 
Scott county were read certifying to the 
good character of the Scott man and pass- 
ed by a rising vote. The speech was full 
of strongly framed sentences against Breck- 
inridge and its enthusiastic reception indi- 
cates that the women are against the colo- 
nel in earnest. He said that 60,000,000 of 
people were wating the verdict the cit- 
izens of the Ashland district would render 
in this case, and he hoped for the injured 
manhood and womanhood of the state that 
the voters would do their whole duty and 
not sulk in their tents, and go to the polls 
and vote against this burning disgrace. 


THE SHERIFF QUIETED THEM. 


A Nob of Miners Threaten the Guards 
at Pratt Mines. 
Birmingham, Ala., May 21.—(Special.)—The 
mine situation is assuming more serious 
proportions. Today Sheriff Morrow and a 
body of forty deputy sheriffs went to Pratt 
mines to quell anticipated trouble. They 
were met there by a mob of 500 miners who 
did everything to provoke shooting on the 
part of the guards. After drawing the dep- 
uties up in line and telling the mob that if 
they did not disperse he would fire into 
them, Sheriff Morrow succeeded in dispers- 
ing the excited strikers. The hurling of a 
stone from the mob at the deputies would 
have caused the flow of blood. Threats of 
blowing up slope No 5 of the Tennessee 
Company, at Pratt mines, have been made, 
but so far nothing of the kind has been at- 

tempted. “

An Organization of Nearly Half a 
Million Women. 


COMPULSORY VACCINATION IN BROOKLYN 


Cases Where Sick Children Were Vacci- 
nated Four or Five Times with Fatal 
Result—Gossip from New York. 


New York, May 20.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.)—The true history of the Pollard- 
Breckinridge lawsuit has never been print- 
ed, and it was not the intention of those 
who were responsible for it that it ever 
should be. That Miss Pollard was not alone 
responsible for it has been suspected, as it 
was well known that she did not have the 
means for its successful prosecution. Where 
the money came from has been an unsolved 
mystery. 

if half a million women with ample means 
at their command can bring to bear sulffi- 
cient moral force W. C. Breckinridge will 
be defeated in his present contest, and his 
personality will have nothing to do with it. 
It is a mora] and social principle for which 
these women are contesting, and they re- 
gard the present campaign as a crucial test 
of public sentiment. 

A few years ago the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union formed a social purity 
department in the United States, and it is 
now a feature of that organization through- 
out the world. Especial attention has been 
paid to it during the past five years, and 
every state has been asked to raise the 
number of years named by statute as con- 
stituting the age of consent. 

In many of the states they have been suc- 
cessful, and while a few years ago ten and 
twelve years was the usual limitation, the 
average is now about sixteen years. But 
the White CYross League, as the department 
was termed, did not feel satisfied at mere 
legal regulations. They wanted an equal 
standard of morality for men and women in 
society. 

A, Big Following. 

The order increased until it numbered 
about four hundred thousand, and was well 
organized in every state and territory. Its 
members were obligated to require from the 
men whom they recognized as friends or ac- 
quaintances the same standard of virtue as 
they did tor the womeén. As their litera- 
ture states, the law of God recognizes no 
Sex; the law of men recognizes no sex in its 
criminal code; moral philosophy recognizes 
no sex. 

This was the state of affairs when the 
facts of Madeline Pollard’s betrayal by 
Congressman Breckinridge became known 
to one or two of the prominent members of 
the White Cross League. The woman was 
at once penitent and desirous of revenge, 
and it was an easy matter for her to be in- 
duced to offer up her own reputation as a 
sacrifice. It was understood taat no money 
could be made from Breckinridge, and Miss 
Pollard was sufficiently penitent to wish to 
become an inmate of the Protestant convent 
which had been established by the leaders 
of the social purity movement. Prominent 
among these were Mrs. Fannie B. Colby, 
editor of The Woman’s Tribune, Mrs. Car- 
lisle, wife of the leading counsel at the trial 
and Mrs. James R. Hobbs, wife of the mil- 
lionaire president of the Chicago board of 
trade. 


A Test Case. 

It was recognized as the best test that 
could be presented. One of the most gifted 
men in congress, an orator of national re- 
pute, a leader in society and in church cir- 
cles and with stronger personal following 
than any accorded almost any man in Wash- 
ington. Upon the other hand:+was an un- 
Known woman who had pursued a course 
ofr wrongdoing with him for years without 
repentance, knowing that his wife was liv- 
ing, and she could not hope for marriage. 
lt was a strong case for the test of the 
equality of the sexes before the law, and if 
successful would afford an opportunity to 
place the question of moral accountability 
before. the people as it never had been done, 
and could not as well be accomplished in 
any other way. Aitaough the leaders were 
willing to defray all expenses they thought 
best to create sentiment by calling upon 
other women throughout the country, 
which they did, funds being raised in every 
section, the entire amount being raised so 
secretly that it has never before been pub- 
licly Known. The attorneys made no charge 
for their services, and this generosity very 
materially reduced the amount required. 
AS a part of the general plan, protests were 
sent to Mrs. Breckinridge, asking her to 
separate from her husband and from time 
to time the doctrine of moral equality was 
brought forth most prominently in various 
ways. 

After the trial was over and the plaintiff 
had been accorded a verdict, there was a 
change in the plan. 

The plan now is for the union and the 
White Cross League, its auxiliary, as or- 
ganizations to keep hands off except by the 
distribution of literature throughout the 
district. The mefbers, however, are wide 
awake and will do all in their power to de- 
feat Breckinridge. 

Compulsory Vaccination. 


Judge Gaynor has sharply called down 
the health department of Brooklyn in the 
matter of vaccination. 

Not a minute too son, either. Some of 
the acts of the inspectors sent out by the 
health commissioner have been outrageous 
in the extreme. 

The privacy of homes has been invaded, 
and the right to vaccinate unwilling per- 
by compulsion ana force has been 
boldly proclaimed, and in many cases ex- 
ercised. Parents who objected on account 
of the delicate health of their children have 
had to stand by while burly inspectors, 
with great rudeness of speech and coarse- 
ness of manner seized tine little ones and 
thrust the vaccine points into their arms, 
in spite of parental protests. 

In one case there is a strong probability 
that a delicate child was practically put 
to death under these arbitrary and violent 
vaccination proceedings. Health inspectors 
had vaccinated the child four times without 
success. The mother protested against a 
fifth attempt. She was rudely pushed aside 
by an insolent inspector who bared the un- 
fortunate child’s arm in her presence and, 
with the brutal remark, “i111 give him 
enough this time,” made the fifth injection 
of virus. 

A few days later the child died—done to 
death under the orders of the health depart- 
ment. 

No wonder a bitter feeling has been creat- 
ed among the people of Brooklyn on this 
matter. An appeal to the courts for re- 
lief from the tyranny of these petty health 
officials ‘“‘clothed with a little brief authori- 
ty’’ was very properly taken. 

Justice Gaynor now rules that the legisla- 
ture has not passed any law making vac- 
cination compulsory. He intimates a doubt 
if it aas the power to do so. Hence he de- 
cides that the health department has no 
sort of right to force any person to be vac- 
cinated against his will and to imprison 
him uraer the pretense of “quarantine,”’ 
until he submits to the. operation. 

His decision is the most popular one

handed down from any bench in the state 
of New York for a long time. 

Vaccination as a public policy is all right. 
To advise and urge it, and piovide public 
facilities for it, is all proper enough. But 
the fundamental rights of personal liberty 
and parental control of children must be re- 
spected. There are limits, after all. to the 
power-off the community‘as a whole, over 
the life, liberty and personal judgment of 
the individual. 

Didn't Know His Own Wife. 
Alabamians here are very much 
ested in a queer story from Russia. It con- 
cerns Michael Yaltidze, his wife and an 
American young woman. More than twelve 
years ago Yaltidze, then a schoolboy, fell 
in love with a pretty girl of his own age in 
Hungary. They were married on short ac- 
quaintance. The parents of Yaltidze, when 
they learned of the match, sent him to 
America under an assumed name. He set- 
tled in Alabama, where the iron discoveries 
of the past few years enabled him to make 
a large fortune. Recently he fell in love 
with an American girl, told her as much 
of his story as he thought was good for her 
to know, and then undertook to escape from 
the early bond. The marriage could be dis- 
solved only by the ecclesiastical court, 
which demands a cloud of witnesses to the 
alleged misconduct and must have solid 
reasons in the shape of current coin for 
completing the investigation before the 
parties grow old and toothless. There are 
special lawyers who for a lump sum furnish 
advice, documents, willing witnesses and ’a 
warrant that the spiritual court will do the 

rest. 

Yaltidze directed one of these to prepare 
his case, and soon after he started for Rus- 
Sia to see the matter through. He stopped 
at London, Paris, and finally Wiesbaden, 
where he made the acquaintance of a 
charming Russian lady, who is said to be 
an artist. She soon supplanted the Ameri- 
can girlin his affections. He prolonged his 
visit for weeks, and so disregarded the con- 
ventionalities that some scandal arose. He 
declared his passion and asked her to marry 
him as soon as he obtained a divorce from 
his American wife, which he said he was 
expecting by each mail. He was incautious 
enough to give the name and address of the 
American girl as those of his wife. 

Finally he hurried on to Russia to see how 
the case against his real wife was progress- 
ing. The lawyer informed him that he had 
had hard work to get the case in proper 
shape, but it was all right now. No per- 
jury would be needed, as the misconduct 
of his wife was notorious. He then explained 
that the wife had been living for some time 
under a stage name at Wiesbaden, and 
for some weeks had been notoriously inti- 
mate with a wealthy American, giving his 
client his own American alias. 

The amazed Yaltidze demanded that he 
stop his silly joking. The lawyer declared 
that he was in earnest, and called in a de- 
tective to corroborate him. The latter en- 
tered. “‘What did you say,” he asked, 
“was the name of the gentleman who 
stayed with Mme. Y., in Wiesbaden, and is 
the co-respondent in the divorce case?’ 

“His name is X. But that’s the gentle- 
man himself there.” 

“What do you mean, you’ scoundrel,” 
shouted Yaltidze, and then fixing his eyes 
upon the witness, he said: 

“Why, you are the blackguard I threaten- 
ed to thrash in Wiesbaden if I found you 
hanging about my lodgings any more.” 

“Yes, sir. I was engaged to watch Mme. 
Y.’s movements in Wiesbaden. That’s why 
I dogged her steps and yours. The lady is 
willing enough to get a divorce. She has a 
promise of marriag she says, from an 
American millionaire.” 

When Mme. Yaltidze heard her husband’s 
story from his own lips she wrote a sweet 
letter to her husband’s alleged wife in the 
United States, introducing herself as that 
lady’s successor and asking to be informed 
of the result of the divorce case. Then she 
instructed a lawyer tu sue her husband for 
alimony on a high scale, and to assert that 
she knew all along that her paramour was 
her lord and master. Yaltidze has disap- 
peared. The brother of the American girl 
is prepared to shoot him at sight. 

SIX ANARCHISTS SHOT.

Anarchists Executed at 
Who Tried to Kill General Campos. 
Barcelona, May 21.—The anarchists, Codi- 

na, Cerezuela, Sogas, Bernat, Villarubia and 

Mir. who were condemned to death for 

complicity in the attempt of Pallas to as- 

assassinate General Martinez de Campos, 
were put to death at 4 o’clock this morning- 

Although the execution was public, there 

were few spectators except the strong force 

of military which had been ordered to be 
present as a preaution against disorder. 

The absence of spectators was due to an 

announcement that the execution would 

take place later in the day. The troops 
formed ‘three sides of a square from the 
wall of Mont Juich, where the pinioned con- 
victs were placed. The priests connected 
with the prison chapel remained with the 
prisoners until the end, though nv attention 
was paid by the anarchists to their exhor- 
tations. Cerezuela, Sogas and Codina re- 
mained silent throughout, but Mir, from the 
moment he appeared in the square, shouted, 

‘Long live revolution,” etc. 

When the firing party was formed the 
prisoners were made to kneel and the priests 
retired. Villarubia shouted, ‘‘ Murderers, 
await our revenge,’ and Bernat cired, 
‘Death to the inquisition.” 

The platoon fired from a distance of three 
meters. The conVicts had their backs turned 
toward the troops and their eyes were ban- 
daged with handkerchiefs. Codina and Vil- 
larubia resisted the attempts of the troops 
to blindfold them and called upon the on- 
lookers for help. The guards were obliged 
to use force to compel them to get upon 
their knees. Sogas and Codina were still 
kneeling after the volley was fired and 
were struggling to get upon their feet when 
they received the second shot which 
stretched them beside their companions. 

The bodies were placed in plain wooden 
coffins and buried inside the fort. Later in 
the day thousands cf persons ascended 
Mont Juich in expectation of seeing the 
execution. The event deeply affected the 
anarchist prisoners who are confined on 
board the warship Navarra. 

Arrest of Russian Conspirators. 

St. Petersburg, May 21.—A _ ciandestine 
press from which large numbers of revo- 
lutionary pamphlets have been issued, has 
been discovered at Smolensk. Hitherto, 
whenever the police raided the place, they 
had to force the doors, thus giving the oc- 
cupants time to burn their papers; but on 
this occasion, Police General Wahl sent 
cue local fire engines to the spot in 
night, and the occupants of the suspected 
buildings ran ove of the doors, thinking the 
place had caugnt fire. The police rushed

The Oates Men Confident, the John- 
ston Men Determined. 


FIGHTING FOR DEMOCRACYS GOOD 


And Believe the Manfrom Birmingham 
Should Be the Nominee—Tbe State 
Committee and the Contests. 


Montgomery, Ala., May 21.—(Special.)—The 
horizon of the democratic party & Alabama 
is cloudy tonight. The members @f the good 
old family of democrats are wrangling with 
each other. 

Two of its distinguished sons are candi- 
dates for-the great office of governor of 
the state. They are both good men, but 
the contention between them hag been an 
exceedingly bitter one and .their friends 
have become so thoroughly enthused that 
tonight they are saying some very unkind 
things about each other. 

In the primary elections Captain Johnston, 
of Jefferson county, received a majority of 
the popular vote, but the county conventions 
in many of the Johnston counties prorated, 
and by this means allowed Congressman 
Oates to receive a larger number of in- 
structed delegates. 

There are three of the thirty-sixt counties 
which have contesting delegations, Hale, 
Lee and Colbert. The contest in the latter 
is immaterial, having been brought simply 
for the purpose of establishing a ruling in 
a certain matter of form. The Oates men 
will not attempt to put Colbert in the Oates 
column. 

The Two Principal Contests. 

The whole issue appears to depend on the 
Lee and Hale contests. The state executive 
committee has worked hard all the after- 
noon on the evidence in the Hale contest, 
and at this hour, midnight, they are still 
upon it. A number of the most profound 
lawyers in the state assert that the delega- 
tion can’t be taken from Johnston. Oates’s 
case is not strong enough to furnish an ex- 
cuse for doing so. 

Lawyers, whose opinions in matters of 
law are far above prejudice, state, after 
earefully going over the evidence, that Lee 
county must be accorded to Captain John- 
ston, if honesty is the policy to be pursued, 

With these two counties Johnston’s friends 
say he is bound to win. They claim now 
that nothing but fraud and trickery can 
defeat him. 

It was the programme that the Oates 
men should urge Congressman Dick Clark, 
of Mobile, for temporary chairman of the 
convention, and the Johnston men should 
urge General Pettus, of Selma. The com- 
plexion of the executive committee was 80 
apparent, however, that when Congress- 
man Clark’s name was suggested, he was 
nominated by acclamation. A Steinhart, 
of Greenville; R. G. Banks, of Lauderdale, 
and Elmore Garrett, of Calhoun, were nom- 
inated for secretaries of the convention. 

May Takg Several Days. 

Appearances now indicate that it will 
tak®@ the convention several days to dispose 
of the work before it. The executive com- 
mittee will probably not be able to report 
on the contested counties by noon tomorrow 
when the convention meets. Their report 
will be in the nature of a recommendation 
simply and the convention's committee of 
credentials will have to plow through the 
volumes of evidence in the contested cases 
and report it again to the convention for 
action. 

There are many candidates for the minor 
state offices. Five good men want to be 
secretary of state, as many want the nomi- 
nation for attorney general, about the same 
number have desires for the place of super- 
intendent of education and so on. The 
winners will probably be found in the fol- 
lowing list:

Bishop litzger- 
ald then retired and Bishop Hargrove took 
the chair. 

The committee on Epworth League pre- 
sented report No. 2, which was adopted.

SOUTHERN PRESBYTERIANS. 

Overtures Received from Presbyte- 

ries—Resolutions Adopted. 

Nashville, Tenn., May 21.—in the 
ing session of the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church, south, an overture 
was received from the presbytery of 
north Alabama to select a committee to 
confer With a committee repre- 
senting the northern assembly with 
organization in view. The com- 
mittee on foreign correspondence pre- 
sented its report on the overture from the 
presbytery of North Carolina, asking that 
a committee be appointed to negotiate with 
a view to closer relations with the Associat- 
ed Reform church. The committee recom- 
mended the adoption of resolutions express- 
ing the readiness of the general assembly 
to renew negotiations in any form agree- 
able to the assembly of the reformed chur <h, 
The resolution was adopted. 

Rev. H. H. Woods, of Baltimore, offered 
a resolution which, while not referring to 
the KLreckinridge case, especially, states 
that the assembly reaflirms, as it has al- 
Ways done, that “‘sins against the seventh 
commanument cannot be tolerated in -our 
membership, and we assert our abhorrence 
and condemnation of such sins and consider 
the commission of the sin an injury to 
church, to society and to the state.’’. 

A motion to lay the resolution on the ta- 
ble resulted ayes 53, nays, 94. The resolu- 
tion was then referred. 

The afternoon session was well attended 
and many visitors were present as the case 
of Miss Means was to be called for consid- 
eration. First the assembly took up the 
consideration of the next meeting place, 
Richmond, Va., and Wallas, Tex., were ap- 
plicants. The assembly, by vote, decided to 
hold the next meeting at Dallas. 

The committee to whom was referred the 
report from the synod of South Carolina 
in the case of Miss Sadie Means, charged 
with violation of the church's law by work- 
ing in a telephone office on Sunday, and was 
found guilty by the presbytery of Charles- 
ton, reported that there was enough in the 
case to warrant the consideration by the 
gereéral assembly and that the papers made 
out a case of compiaint rather than appeal. 
Some discussion was had, and it was agreed 
to leave the matter to a vote of the general 
assembly without further reports, and the 
case was docketed until tomorrow when ar- 
gument will be heard. 

At the nigAt session the committee on or- 
ganization with the necrthern Presbyterian 
church reported in favor of rejecting the 
overture made by that church.

Arlington, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)—News 
has just reached here of a terrible crime 
in Miller county. In three miles of Colquitt 
live a family by the name of Smith and 
they hava ‘a fourteen-year-old daughter 
who attends a school four miles from their 
home. It is customary for the father to 
meet his daughter and bring her home 
every evening; but yesterday he was late 
coming and the young lady started home 
alone. 

She had gone only a short distance when 
a burly negro stepped into the road and 
attempted an assault. She fought desper- 
ately and the fiend threw her down and 
stabbed her in the side and, drawing a pis- 
tol, fired it over her head. 

The father appeared at this time and the 
negro turned and fired several shots into 
his body. 

Mr. Smith is badly wounded with three 
bullets in him and is expected to die. 

The sheriff of this county, Mr. J. S. Wil- 
liams, left last night about 9 o’clock for 
the scene of the crime and In three or four 
hours succeeded in capturing the scoundrel. 
The young lady and her father both ideutli- 
fied him when he was brought in their 
presence, 

The sheriff succeeded in placing the pris- 
oner in the county jail. 

At 3:30 o’clock this morning a crowd of 
about fifty men took the negro irom jail 
to the woods, hanged him to a limb and 
riddled his body with bullets. 

THERE WILL BE A LYNCHING 
If the Citizens of Burlington Catch a 
Negro They Are Pursuing. 

Greensboro, N: C., May 21.—(Special.)— 
The people of Washington are stirred to a 
boiling pitch over the brutal assault on a 
young lady named Miss Saliic }hillips, by 
a negro fiend. Miss Phillips, it seems start- 
ed to walk from Burlington to her home in 
tae suburbs and was followed by a negro 
man who, as soon as he reached a favorable 
spot, assaulted her, leaving his victim in 
the woods by the road where she was after- 
wards found. 


Nearly everybody in Burlington, on hear- 
ing the news, at once went on a hunt for 
the negro who, if caught, will undoubtedly 
be lynched. 

Miss Phillips says she will have no diffi- 
culty in recognizing the negro, as it was 
broad daylight Sunday. Two negroes were 
caught and carried before Miss Phillips this 
morning, but neither was her assailant. 

A negro named Snipes has just been ar- 
rested at this place, who answers to the 
description of the negro whv assaulted Miss 
Phillips.

Williamsport Is Under Water—Latest 
from Johnstown. 
Williamsport, Pa., May 21.—At 1 o'clock 
this afternoon the water in the Susquehan- 
na river here has risen to a height of thir- 
ty-one feet above low water, one foot high- 
er than the disastrous flood of i889. The en- 
tire city is under water from four to twenty 
feet. The water is still rising at the rate 
of six inches an hour. All the logs at the 
boom, which broke at 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing, have been’ swept away, as well as 
many sawmijls and. horses in the lower 

part of the city. 

Telegraph and telephone communication 
with the outer world is now suspended, the 
offices being flooded and closed as this dis- 
patch is being sent. In the business por- 
tion of the city, the water has reached a 
depth of eight feet, and shows no sigus of 
receding. The rain is still coming.down in 
torrents. The loss has already reached more 
than a million dollars, and uniess relief 
soon comes, it will be three times that 
amount. No trains have arrived or departed 
from the city in twenty-four hours. 

The river reached thirty-five feet at 7 
o’clock tonight, making a new record for 
its floods. An hour later:the waters had be- 
gun to recede and at 9 o'clock they had 
fallen one foot. The loss to the city will 
aggregate a million and a half dollars. 

The Floods Subsiding. 

Washington, May 21.—Advices this even- 
ing from western Pennsylvania indicate 
that the floods there are subsiding and while 
a great deal of damage has been done in 
the aggregate there has been no serious 
disaster in any one spot. The greatest loss 
has been in the Conemaugh valley, where 
Johnstown is situated, and the heaviest sin- 
gle loser is the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany in bridges, tracks, cars and buildings. 
Travel over the western division, between 
Altoona and Pittsburg, has been suspended. 
All of this company’s through trains make 
a detour over the Baltimore and Ohio Com- 
pany’s tracks from Altoona to Pittsburg. 
East of the mountains in Pennsylvania 
the floods in the streams are on the increase 
tonight and a vast amount of damage is 
being done over the whole country, but no 
great single disaster has as yet been fre- 
ported. The same condition of affairs pre- 
vails throughout the entire state of New 
York. 

Hicavy Rainfall at Philadelphia. 

Philadelphia, Pa., May 2l1.—Four and a 
half inches of rain have fallen here since 
Thursday last and all the streams in this 
section of the country are out of their 
banks. The flood that has swept down the 
Schuylkill river all today has been gather- 
ing strength and volume with each hour 
and tonight the river is raging like a moun- 
tain torrent. Above tne dam, at the city 
waterworks, the river is wide and it had 
room to spread over the grasslands and 
driveways of Fairmount park, and the dam- 
age there is confined principally to wash- 
outs on the drives. Below the dam the 
river is confined to a channel about half 
the width of above by lines of wharves on 
either bank. At this part the waters over- 
flowed the wharves and backed up into the 
streets and houses two squares from the 
banks. The water is three feet deep over 
the tracks of the Baltimore and Ohio rail- 
road and two feet of water covers the 
ground floor of the company’s station at 
Tweniy-third and Chestnut streets. 
is six feet of water in the Baltimore and 
Ohio tunnel between Arch and Spring Gar- 
den streets and all travel south has been 
interrupted on the road since noon today. 

The Schuylkill river is twenty-feet above 
the low water mark at Manayunk, a su- 
burb of this city, and several of the streets 
are flooded. Every mill along the banks of 
the river is flooded and a general shut-down 
has occurred. The river is rising at the 
rate of seven inches an hour. Several 
vessels were swept from their* moorings in 
the Schuylkill river aud one was sunk ip 
collision with a bridge pier. 

Treasury Balance. 

Washington, May 21.—The stated treasury 
balance today is reduced to $120,000,000 in 
round figures, of which $83,800,000 is in gold. 
Engagements of $1,300.000 of gold for export 
tomorrow are reported and the gold reserve 
at.the end of the week, it is believed, will 
fall blow $80,000,000. Custom receipts at 
New York continue to decline. The treas- 
ury ten days’ statement shows that for the 
first twenty days of this month they were 
$4,025,000 as against $6,917,000 last year.

EVANS AT COLUMBUS. 


The General Speaks to a Large Audi- 
ence. 

Columbus, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)}—From 
dark until midnight this city has furnished 
a continuous ovation for General Evans. 
He was visited at the Central hotel by over 
200 prominent and representative citizens, 
who escorted him to the opera house, pre- 
ceded by the Columbus cornet band. 

Springer’s opera house was filled with 
over 1,500 people and the great enthusiasm 
exhibited as General Evans took his posi- 
tion on the stage evidenced in what high 
esteem and love he is held by his en- 
thusiastic followers of Muscogee. He was 
introduced in a forcible speech by Hon. 
H. R. Goetchius. 

In the opening General Evans stated that 
he would conduct ‘his campaign upon his 
duties as governor and when he left the 
chair his record would be as clear as truth 
and honesty could make it. He had never 
thought to ask his opponent would he sup- 
port him, for he knew that a good democrat 
would do it, but that he had often had it 
insinuated against him that he would not 
Support his opponent if nominated, and 
while it was embarrassing to even have the 
matter suggested; that he woulé declare 
that he would always do his duty as a 
sound democrat, as he has always done. 
However he could not see how some men 
could support him after the nomination, 
when they ‘were now going over the state 
belittling him by statements that he is un- 
worthy and unfit for the office. 

He said he would not put himself in such 
a dilemma as to now abuse and underrate 
his opponent, so it would be embarrassing 
to him to support his opponent were he 
nominated. 

In reference to my politics, he said, it 
was generally understood all over the state 
that there was a combination to parcel out 
the officers and that he had received letters 
Stating that he would be supported, but that 
the parities were bound by pledges 
over two years old. He warned 
the young men _ against Such politics 
and received rounds of applause by 
the statement that if he was elected he 
would take the gubernatorial seat free 
and unfettered and not bound by combines 
and pledges, and, therefore, could act 
freely and justly to all alike. He ridiculed 
the idea of his having a ring supporting 
him and said he would not know a politi- 
cal ring were he to meet one in the road, 
He further stated that when other people 
made untrue charges of that nature they 
must be howling to cover up their own 
combines, for there are influences at work 
in our land that may rob the people of 
their liberty. 

His advice to young men to be statesmen 
and not petty politicians was loudly ap- 
plauded, as was the statement that the 
principles of the democratic platform had 
received his hearty support from his youth 
up. He renewed the democratic platform 
and pledged his hearty support to its every 
plank. 

He spoke of the pathetic picture that 
was made of his opponent’s headquarters 
and the elegance with which his head- 
quarters were pictured, in reference to 
which he said that he had two small rooms. 
His carpet cost 25 cents per yard and his 
chairs 45 cents apiece, but that everybody 
would receive a warm welcome when they 
called there. 

At this point a gentleman who doubtless 
thought he was in Alabama, said: 

“How would you receive Kolb were he 
to come there?’ 

General Evans quickly retarted that 
everybody who called at his office would 
be received with genuine hospitality, for 
which this state is proverbial. 

This smooth reply brought down the 
house. 

In reference to the charges that his was 
a boodle campaign, General Evans said: 
‘Bear in mind that charge has never been 
brought to bear by me to degrade any 
man who opposes me. I have been charged 
with running a boodle campaign. I have 
never asked a man in Georgia to contribute 
one dollar towards any campaign fund, and 
I don’t believe true democrats can be 
bought. I fling back in their teeth the 
charge that my friends are corruptly using 
funds as absolutely untrue. No, fellow cit- 
izens, I don’t expect to be made governor 
of Georgia that way. I expect the people of 
Muscogee next Saturday to give me their 
votes, but they must not be charged with 
giving them corruptly.” 

In reference to the charges that the old 
soldier racket should be killed he said that 
the statement that such a sentiment as 
our lost cause should die ought to cause the 
indignation of every chivalric son of the 
south. 

This expression was loudly and contin- 
uously applauded. General Evans’s perora- 
tion was sublime and at his close many 
crowded around him. Numbers of young 
men were heard to say: ‘‘Well, general, 
here’s one young man for you.”’ 

His speech was a vote winning one and, 
while this. county has been considered close 
and doubtful, a careful estimate from the 
most conservative sources indicate that it 
will go for that great soldier, citizen and 
patriot, General Clement A. Evans. 

GONE TO THE ENCAMPMENT. 
The Rome Light Guards Left Home 
Yesterday Morning. 

Rome, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)—The Rome 
Light Guards left this morning on the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad 
for Griffin, to spend ten days at the state 
encampment. The company is composed of 
a fine body of young men, well officered 
and finely drilled, and no doubt will fully 
sustain Rome’s military reputation. 

This company was originally organized by 
Captain E. J. Magruder thirty-five years 
ago, and was one of the ten companies 
that formed the famous Eighth Georgia 
regiment, commanded by Colonel F. 5S. 
Bartow. They enlisted in the confederate 
service in May, 1861, and served faithfully 
and gallantly throughout the war, surren- 
dering with General Lee at Appomattox. 
Some of the young men belonging now to 
the company are the sons and kinsmen of 
confederate veterans who were among its 
original members,

He Finds United States Bonds to the 
Amount o; $2,400 in It-The Mannu- 
script oi a Poem Also Sold. 


Albany, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)—Mr. J. 
W. Joiner, a well known jeweler of this 
city, is the subject of congratulation among 
all his friends over a piece of great luck 
which has fallen to his share. Last Satur- 
day Mr. Joiner attended a public sale of 
the personal effects of the late General 
Henry Morgan and purchased the general's 
old leather trunk for the insignificant sum 
of $2.10. Today Mr. Joiner made an inves- 
tigation of the contents of the trunk and 
among other things found six United States 
bonds, two of $1,000 each and four of $100 
each, aggregating $2,400. The bonds are all 
5 per cent interest-bearing, issued in 1864 
under an act approved in 1864 and due in 
19094. There are a number of transfers on 
the back of each bond and a memoranda 
issued by the government which could not 
be obtained. The accrued interest on the 
bonds, which has been running for thirty 
years, makes Mr. Joiner’s bargain a big 
one. 

Not even General Morgan's most intimate 
friends suspected that he was the posses- 
sor of any wealth save an humble cottage, 
a few cows and his books. He was emi- 
nently bohemian in his’ disposition and 
seemed utterly improvident, and as his 
most intimate friend said today, he allowed 
himself to suffer for actual necessities, 
when at the botitum of his trunk there was 
wealth enough to have made his old age 
comparatively comfortable. 

General Morgan was a poet of no mean 
pretensions, and one of his productions is 
an epic poem forming a poetical history 
of Aierica from the landing of the: pili- 
grims to the execution of Nathan Hale, 
which contains six thousand lines, more 
than Milton’s ‘‘Paradise Lost.’’ 

Generai Morgan spent many years in 
the production of the poem, which js pro- 
nounced by competent critics to be of splen- 
did merit. It brought the munificent sum 
of $10. Judge Sam W. Smith, the purchaser, 
will have it edited and published.

Justice in Delaware,

The truth the prevailing crankism 
in the north has touehed nearly every- 
thing, and legislation and journalism 
have not escaped. 
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A New Consumption Cure, 

The French newspapers are devoting 
columns to the new consumption cure dis- 
covered by Dr. de Backer. 

About a month ago Maud Howe Elliott 
in a letter from Rome said that the cure 
consisted of a subcutaneous use of a mix- 
ture produced by the fermentation of 
beer and honey. During a year of ex- 
periment the doctor cured 90 per cent of 
his patients in the first stage of the dis- 
ease and 65 per cent of those in the see- 
ond stage. Invalids in the last stage are 
hot promised a cure. 

There is no secrecy about the remedy, 
and De Backer gives his formula to phy- 
Sicilians who are freely using it. The New 
Orleans Times-Democrat says of it: 

Divested, as far as possible, of all tech- 
nicalities, and expressed, as well:as we 
understand it, in a few simple words, the 
“‘methode mycodermique,”’ as its author 
calls it, consists of the injection into a con- 
sumptive patient's system of a live beer 
yeast, Known henceforth as ‘“‘backerine.”’ 
The ‘‘backerine,”’ to keep it pure from all 
bacterial impurities which might taint it 
during the operation of injection, is kept 
in a syphon with ae needle attach- 
ment, the needle being used for pricking 
the skin over the vein into which the fer- 
ment is to be injected, and the ferment 
then passing in pretty much as the liquid 
poison does around a wasp’s sting. 

We have called the yeast a “live fer- 
ment;” and, of course, as soon as it is 
injected into a vein, it begins to ‘‘work,”’ 
producing, to begin with, around the place 
that has been pricked, an inflamed swelling 
that looks like an incipient abscess. The 
swelling is, however, nothing but a tempo- 
rary local irritation. It is in the blood 
that the ferment produces the chemical 
change which is alleged to mean a cure. 
What the precise change is that the back- 
erine brings about in the component parts 
of the blood, would involve too much tech- 
nfcality for us to attempt to explain; we 
must merely content ourselves with observ- 
ing that the backerine appears to entertain 
a moral antipathy to the tubercle-tainted 
corpuscles of the blood. It fastens upon 
the tuberculous bacteria in those corpus- 
cles; and, after a few days of hard strug- 
gling with them, during which time the 
patient is aware, from ugly sensations in 
his internals, that a battle royal is being 
waged in his system, it kills them off, with- 
out doing harm, even in the smallest de- 
gree, to any of the components of the blood 
that are in a healthy condition. 

‘The backerine Kills the bacteria when 
they have not been long enough in the 
lungs to nearly destroy them. If the cure 
fails with a patient it hurts nobody as 
it is entirely harmless. Dr. Degoix, a 
well Known Paris physician, in a pub- 
lished card says: 

We, who have followed with the greatest 
interest Dr. Backer’s experiments and the 
first applications of his method to consump- 
tive subjects, have promptly submitted a 
number of our patients to inoculations with 
backerine; and some of them, who appa- 
rently were doomed to an early death are 
thanking us now for having aided in re- 
storing them to health. 

Very litthe has been said in this coun- 


try about this alleged discovery, but it 
is probable that our medical men will 
soon take hold of it and make a report. 


The Present Cold Snap. 

People who do not remember such a 
spell of cold weather as the present 
snap should refresh their memories. The 
Mobile Register says: 

The first mention we have of the May 
frosts in this locality is in 1810. January, 
February and March of that year were 
mild, and vegetation began early, but April 
and May were very cold. The snap cul- 
minated June 8th in a killing frost as far 
south as middie Alabama. North of that 
line everything green was killed. It was al- 
together rather a remarkable year for cold, 
for on July 5th in the middle states ice was 
reported as thick as window glass. There 
was frost every month in the year as far 
south as latitude 34 degrees. 

In 1827 there was, on May 27th, a killing 
frost throughout the cotton states. The 
crop was cut short more than one-fifth. 
There was a killing frost May 22, 18388, the 
crop that year being cut short fully one- 
third. There was frost on May 2th and 
29th of that year also. May 22, 23 and 
24, 1883, frosts occurred in central Alabama 
and Mississippi, the mercury falling to 24.52 
degrees. There were frosts all over the 
northern states, May 29th and 30, 1889, and 
very cold weather south. A frost and 
freeze prevailed over a large portion of 
the wheat belt in 1891, and fires were com- 
fortable in Mobile. May 22, 1892, there was 
a cold snap here lasting four days, the min- 
imum thermometer being 50 degrees. Last 
year, at about this date, there was .« driy- 
ing snowstorm in Michigan and very near- 
ly a frost in the south. We read in our 
telegraphic dispatches published today that 
Snow fell to the depth of five inches‘ in 
one of the northern states yesterday morn- 


ing.

middle and latter part of May. Crops 
suffered, of course, but there was no 
wholesale damage, and when the re- 
turns come in it will be found that the 
country is safe.

ITS RSE SER 
Auswering a Correspondent. 

A subscriber in Montgomery, who re- 
cently inquired whether the bonds and 
treasury of the government are 
pavable by law in gold alone, or in either 
gold or silver, writes to ask these ques- 
tious: “If this government should decide 
fo remonetize silver, how long would it 
take to do it, what would it ind 
What would be the effeet of it?’ 

The moment that & measure reopening 
the mints to siver at the old ratio of 16 
to 1 became a law, every ounce of. bul- 
lion in this country would be worth $1.29 
an ounce at the mints, and it would fetch 
the same price wherever it was held, less 
the cost of carriage. The effect would 
be instantaneous, so’far as the value of 
silver in this country is concerned. The 
potential money power conferred on the 
Silver dollar by law would enter into the 
bullion as soon as the mints were open- 
ed to the metal. 

The goldbug contention is, that while 
Silver in this country would rise to the 
mint valuation, that the value of bullion 
in foreign countries would not be affect- 
ed. The assumption is preposterous on 
the face of it. The market price of silver 
in Londen would respond instantly to 
the mint valuation here, and for the best 
of reasons. A holder of bullion in Ger- 
many, France or England would refuse 
to part with it for anything less valuable 
than he could get in the shape of Ameri- 
can cotton, wheat or other commodities. 
Tor one hundred ounces of silver bullion 
he could purchase $129 worth of cotton. 
Wheat or other marketable commodity, 
less the cost of transmitting the bullion 
to New York, and he would not be likely 
to exchange it for anything less valuable. 

If we had no trade relations with Eu- 
rope-if we had no great staple com- 
modities to export—if this country were 
in a state of commercial isolation, as is 
practically the case with Mexico—our 
mint valuation of silver would heve only 
such = effect on the value of bullion 
abroad as might result from our absorp- 
tion of the available market supply. But 
we not only have the greatest money-ab- 
sorbing capacity of any civilized nation 
on the globe, but the great staple com- 
modities that we export give us practi- 
eal control of the markets of the world. 

We are not only wasting these immense 
possibilities, but we are permitting a lit- 
tle clique of bankers to crush out the en- 
ergies of the people and paralyze all bus- 
iness because they pretend to believe that 
we ought to permit Great Britain to dic- 
tate our financial policy. 

Our correspondent inquires about the 
cost of remonetizing silver. As to that, 
we have no particular information. But 
it is a matter that never has been and 
need not be considered. It is of no mo- 
ment whatever, and has no bearing on 
the question at all. The people have the 
mints and the mint equipments, and that 
is enough. Bullion holders would receive 
mint drafts for their silver. and these 
drafts would be cashed at the treasury 
or the subtreasury. or at}tany bank, and 
the government would coin the silver into 
legal tender dollars as rapidly as_the ca- 
pacity of the mints permitted.

It had 
already been rejected by a publisher, and it 
was destined to be rejected again and again. 
Another famous historical work, ‘“The Rise 
of the Dutch Republic,” by John Lathrop. 
Motley, was returned ‘“‘with Mr. Murray's 
compliments and thanks.” 


Says The New York Advertiser: “A dis- 
cussion is now raging in South Carolina 
which is far more interesting than the 
one touching the proper method of handling 
ardent spirits.

He Passed Away Suddenly at His Home 
Last Evening. 


HE HAD JUST RETURNED FROM A WALK 


The Arrangements forthe Funeral Have 
Not, as Yet, Been Completed—Hoe 
Leaves a Family of Six Children. 


Mr. W. J. Van Dyke, the well known 
capitalist, died suddenly at his home in 
West End at an early hour last evening. 

He was seated in his chair when the end 
came at 6:10 o'clock. There was no strug- 
gle and the last moments of his life, so far 
as human eyes could discern, were calm and 
peaceful. 

The death of this prominent and active 
citizen, who was one of the most substan- 
tial and energetic men of this city, will 
send a wave of sorrow over the entire com- 
munity. 

For several weeks prior to his death Mr. 
Van Dyke had been apparently in the best 
of health. He was regular in his atten- 
dance at his office and all of his engage- 
ments were met with punctuality. He was 
stout and robust and for a man who had 
passed the meridian of life he was in splen- 
did health and seemed to be endowed with 
unusual vitality. 

Yesterday morning he went to his office 
in the Inman building as usual. He read 
his mail and, with his customary dispatch, 
attended to all of his correspondence. At 
12 o’clock he started for home. There he 
was detained by the family, who urged him 
not to return to the office, as he wag com- 
plaining of a slight indisposition. 

After taking a short nap, which appeared 
to refresh him, he decided to go out for a 
little walk. He had just returned from this 
little stroll, when he was seized by the at- 
tack which ended his life. His death oc- 
curred almost instantly. The members of 
the family were shocked by the sad oc- 
currence, for which they were wholly un- 
prepared, having received no intimation of 
the appearance of death. 

The cause of Mr. Van Dyke’s death, as 
assigned by his physician, was _ kidney 
trouble. The arrangements for the funeral, 
on account of the recent happening of his 
death, have not been completed. 

Mr. Van Dyke leaves a family of six chil- 
dren, five sons and one daughter, the latter 
the wife of Mr. Clifford Anderson. Mr. 
Van Dyke had been for several years a 
resident of this city. He was a man of 
considerable property. 

GREAT ON WATER. 


Hibernian Rifles Have No Sideboard. 
Water Bill 8166. 

An oversized water bill, whose abnormal 
proportions were such as to break the heart 
of the average landlord, twisted itself about 
in such a manner as to appear before 
corder Calhoun yesterday afternoon in the 
form of a Knotty question of law. 

Mr. I. M. Coker, as agent for the Bank 
of the State of Georgia, controls the build- 
ing on East Hunter streen between the 
courthouse and the corner of Loyd street. 
One of his largest tenants is the company 
of volunteer militia, the Hibernian Rifles. 
They pay $50 per month for the rental of 
the rooms they occupy on the second floor. 

On the first of the year the question of 
water bills was raised, and, according to the 
statements of members of. the Rifles, an 
agreement was reached between Mr. Coker 
and representatives of the company by 
Which they were to pay Mr. Coker $1 per 
month as the company’s pro rata share of 
the water. These bills were paid up to 
May ist, when Mr. Coker refused to ac- 
cept the $1. 

The abnormal water bill was his reason 
for refusal.. For the month of January 
the water bill for the floor occupied by the 
Rifles, the courtroom and the floor under- 
neath, aggregated the enormous amount 
of $16. Toward paying this the Rifles’ 
$l went but a short distance. The com- 
pany was unwilling to bear a third part 
of the expense, as Mr. Coker proposed that 
they should, and upon their refusal he de- 
ciined to accep $l per month for a ionger 
period. He then shut off the water. Mein- 
bers of the company then had a police 
court case made against Mr. Coker under 
the sanitary section of the law.

Gene Pelot, the ex-policeman, had an 
adventure last night that was not lacking

Pelot is employed by the Seaboard Air- 
Line as a detective, and his duty is to over- 
take and capture such criminals prey 
upon the property of the road. Last night 
he was set to capture some thieves who 
have been prowling through the railroad 
yards at Inman Park. 

About 10 o’clock he sighted two big buck 
negroes going stealthily into the yards be- 
tween the lines of freight cars. He fol- 
lowed and watched them closely. They 
stopped at a car door, and with expert 
hands commenced to force an entrance. 

At this stage Pelot marched upon them, 
pistol in hand. The negroes broke off at a 
rapid gait, and the detective followed. He 
overtook the hindmost man and grappled 
with him. The negro was a powerful man 
and desperate, and in the struggle he threw 
Pelot to the ground, 

Unfortunateiy for Pelot, he overtook the 
negro just at the point where a large sewer 
empties, and when he fell it was into the 
dirty pool formed by the Sewerage. In the 
terrific struggle that followed the negro 
disarmed the officer and cut Fim on the 
hand. He then jumped up and ran off with 
the officer’s pistol. 

Covered with mud, the officer went to 
a telephone and called for assistance from 
police headquarters.

The Source of Its Popularity investi- 
gated by the Police,

Detectives Catch a Troublesome Grng of 
Burgiars, Three in Number—A Ne- 
gro on the Rampa e. 


The average Atlantian would not need 
the aid of the city directory to inform him 
that Virgil Ricks hailed from Decatur 
street. In the capacity of a cheap restau- 
rant keeper Virgil supplies his part of the 
picturesqueness of that cosmopolitan thor- 
oughfare. He has been there long enough 
to become thoroughly imbued with the ds- 
tinguishing traits of the inhabitants of the 
street. 

Ricks is a bright vellow negro with 
shrewd business qualities. He keeps a res- 
taurant under Parish’s saloou on Decatur 
street. For months his place has been a 
popular resort where numerous denizens of 
Decatur street gathered for refreshment. 
For the past few weeks the patrolmen on 
the beat around the restaurant nave been 
suspicious of the nature of the refreshments 
furnished by Ricks. 

Patrolman Lampkin, whose beat passes 
Rick’s restaurant, kept a watchful eye on 
the place and tried more than once to pur- 
chase whisky from the proprietor without 
success. He states that at night as many 4s 
2 dozen hacks frequently stop before the 
place at one time. 

Late night before last the place was in 
full blast and the officer devised a pian to 
secure convincing proof of Ricks’s guilt. 
He enlisted the services of two trus worthy 
negroes who were unknown to Ricks, and 
sent them to the restaurant to purcnase 
drinks. ln a few minutes they returned and 
reported that they had got what _they 
wanted without trouble and located Ricks’s 
stock of drinkables. They were sent back 
with marked coins with whicn they pur- 
chased @ pint of corn whisky and a tew 
minutes later two officers entered the place, 
arrested*and seized a couple of jugs of 
whisky and several bottles. 

Ricks was fined $100 and cost by Recorder 
Calhoun yesterday afternoon. Being una- 
ble to pay the fine he was sent to the city 
stockade. 

They Robbed the Schools. 

Detectives Holcombe, Green and Wooten 
made a good catch yesterday afternoon. 

Within the past three weeks more than 
half of the public school buildings in the 
city have been burglarized. Perhaps the 
Girls’ High school building suffered most. 
From this builuing books, wraps, the big 
clock on the wall, a piano cover and various 
other articles were stolen. All of these 
thefts were reported to the city detectives 
and the officers named were detailed to lo- 
cate the thieves. 

Yesterday they succeeded. They arrested 
two men. Howard Willis and Will Glover, 
who made confessions, telling where the 
stolen goods were, and implicating others. 
Acting on the statements of the two negroes 
the detectives recovered nearly all of the 
stolen property, and arrested Robert Haw- 
kins, alias Shine. alias Charleston, who is 
said to be the leader of the gang. There are 
other members of the gang who have not 
yet been caught. About five or six assist- 
ed in the various purglaries.

Charles Smith is a Philadelphia negro who 
was been touring the country with a. circus. 
He struck Atlanta, liked it and deserted the 
circus. Yesterday he went out to get ac- 
quainted in society. Three colored society 
men took him in chargee He says they 
piloted him into a place where he was 
robbed, beaten half to death, and then turn- 
ed over to the police. At police headquar- 
ters yesterday, Smith’s head seemed to cor- 
roborate his story. It was swathed in white 
cloth and his face wore an expression of 
agony of the keenest sort. 

A negro woman who was in the crowd 
told quite a different story. She said that 
Smith had tried to kill her, cutting her 
several times with a big knife. The recorder 
fined Smith $5 and cost for being in such 
society so soon after leaving a circus.

The Georgia editors“had a most delightful 
trip and evidently made a very pleasant 
impression wherever they stopped. 

The boys are full of good stories about 
poirts of interest which they visited and 
about each other. They saw everything 
that was to be seen in Mexico from Pres- 
ident Diaz down, and the same may be 
truthfully said of every point which they 


visited—they saw it all. . 
A good deal of interest was manifested 


by their friends in the city in a bundle 


of Mexican newspapers which were received 
in the city yesterday. There were not many 
of those who saw the papers who could 
translate them very rapidly, but the traus- 
lations which were made showed that the 
Georgia delegation made quite an impres- 
sion in the Mexican capital.

“The president called the meeting to or- 
der and instructed the secretary, Mr. Gax- 
lola, to welcome the editors and inform 
them of the high esteem in which they are 
held here. , 

“Mr. Gaxiola gave an enthusiastic and 
loving welcome to those members of the 
Georgia press present in the hails of the 
Society of Geography and Statistics. 

“Ie explained the object of the meeting. 
mentioned some of the great leaders of the 
United States and Mexico and gave reasons 
why the United States and Mexico should 
be brotherly in ideas, sentiments and poli- 
tics. 2 J; 

“Mr. Anturo Paz spoke in English wel- 
coming the American editors. The speeches 
were answered by the president of the 

Jeorgia Press Association and another dis- 
tinguished American editor in terms very 
complimentary and kind toward Mexico. 
The American editors formally invited tne 
members: of the Associated Press of Mexico 
to the exposition in Atlanta. This invita- 
tion was gladly accepted by the president 
of the association, who spoke very affec- 
tionately to the distinguished guests ere 
the meeting closed and they left for their 
homes by the National. ‘En carros espe- 
ciales.’ ”’ 

“Tia Patria,” in speaking of the same 
evert, said: ; 

“The director of ‘La Patria,’ who presided 
over the meeting, made a short address of 
‘welcome and expressed regrets at not hav- 
ing received former notice of the excur- 
sionists’ visit to the capital, so that a 
committee could have been appointed to 
attend them and prepare a programmie for 
their reception. 

“The secretary, Mr. Gaxiola, also made 
an address of wetcome. He occupied the 
stand for some time in a lengthy address 
to the Georgians, duly mentioning the gran- 
deur of the great nation to which they be- 
longed. 

“The interpreter made a short resume 
of the speech, saying at the same time it 
was impossible to interpret it in all its 
beauty and rhetorical richness. 

“Then Mr. Arturo Paz translated into 
English what had been said by Mr. Gaxtola, 
adding many important observations and 
friendly phrases, for which he was fre- 
quently applauded. 

“The brilliant discourses of Messrs. H. 
N. Cabaniss and W. A. Hemphill, who 
manifested great oratorical abilities. were 
translated into Spanish sentence by sen- 
terce. 

“During these discourses they announced 
that Georgia was preparing for a great ex- 
position in her capital—Atlanta—in the fol- 
lowing year, 1595. 

“That they hoped Mexico would aid them 
with her excellent products and that they 
had been sent to invite the government to 
join them in the exposition of her great 
resources, and that they also hoped that 
the Mexican press would help them in the 
success of their project. 

“The president of the Mexican Press As- 
erciation answered, assuring them of the 
cordial support of the Mexican press in in- 
forming her people of the progress of the 
exposition, and, that if possible, through 
them Mexico would be worthily represented, 
and that the press would cgrtainly be well 
represented. 

“It is useless to say that the Georgia 
editors were greatly pleased with the cord- 
ial reception met with from the Associated 
Press of Mexico, and henceforth will con- 
sider thems@lves more closely united in re- 
lations and sentiments. 

“The reception commenced about 7 o’clock 
and lasted until 9, 

“They returned last night to their re- 
Spective homes in the speciai cars in which 
tney came, very much pleased with their 
trip to the United States of Mexizo.” 

The Stay in New Orleans.

“The Chronicle, referring to net earnings 
for March, said that ‘these results will no 
doubt be thought bad enough, but what is 
still worse is that future statements are 
expected to afford a less favorable in- 
stead of a more favorable exhibit;’ that net 
earnings for April ‘show a larger loss than 
in March,’ and that ‘in May the figures can- 
not but sink lower still.’ It is no wonder 
then that stocks of bankrupt properties, as 
well as of those of properties yet solvent, 
have been tending downward. 


“Shrinkage in the value of farm products 
is the great obstacle with which the rail- 
roads are contending. Freight rates be- 
came demoralized largely because of this 
shrinkage. While they have been ordered 
restored and while a meeting of managers 
is to be held this week to discuss the traf- 
fic situation the facts remain that wheat 
here is:nearly 20 cents a bushel lower, corn

an ounce lower than the prices of a yea. 
ago. Applying such startling changes to 
the railroads we have an object lesson in 
cause and effect.

RailWay man- 
agers have been helpless—and blameless, 
The shrinkage in farm products is used 
legitimately against that unfortunate group 
of stocks, the Grangers.

“Last March, shortly after wheat fell for 
a single day below 60 cents for the first 
time, prices for all commodities were the 
lowest ever recorded in this country. But 
this week even that low water mark has 
been passed, and the average of prices is 
12.2 per cent lower than a year ago. Wheat 
has sold at 57 cents for May and 57% for 
July, though western receipts have been 
only 1,215,548 bushels fur the week, against 
2,313,046 last year. Exports were but 79l,- 
727, against 2,090,164 bushels last year, and 
the fact that gold goes instead of wheat 
at 57 cents or cotton at 7.19 cents, has more 
weight than the rapidly brightening pros- 
pects of yield next fall. While wheat has 
fallen 2 cents and cotton an eighth, corn 
has declined a cent, with large receipts and 
insignificant exports; pork has declined 50 
cents per barrel, lard 10 cents and hogs 5d 
cents per 100 pounds, and ceftee is an eighth 
lower. 
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‘scramble for gold’ 
abrcad, and the reserve in the Bank of 
England is the largest ever known, but 
$6,250,000 gold thas been shipped this week, 
following about as much in each of the 
two preceding weeks. Most of the gold is 
drawn from the treasury through presenta- 
tion of notes for 1edemption, and the gold 
reserve is falling rapidly.

The Local Cotton Market. 
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Atvwrood Violett & Co’s. Cotton Letter.

NEW YORK, May  21.—Unfavorable 
weather in the south and some telegrams 
confirming: the same caused an improve- 
ment here at the opening of 6 to 7 points, 
Liverpool opened about the same as 
Wednesday last, but upon receipt of an ad- 
vance improved 2-64d, closing a shade easier 
because of our failure to hold the adyance 
established here at the opening, The mar- 
ket is in an uncertain mood as to what to 
believe regarding crop injury by reason of 
rains and cold weather since Friday last in 
some of the cotton growing states. Some 
dispatches from Georgia report that replant- 
ing will be necessary. A dispatch from 
Denison, Tex., reports tue most unseasona- 
ble weather for twenty years, heavy frosts 
and crop badly damaged. New Orleans, 
however, asserts that no material damage 
has been done, General trade conditions in 
this country seem to influence the market 
just now more than unfavorable crop -ac- 
counts. Liverpool spot saies are only 8,000 
baies, of which 7,000 are American, which 
indicates no material reduction in the sup- 
ply at that point this week, even though 
reports from this country are lessening de- 
cidedly. Local influences here are not fa- 
vorable to a bullish sentiment on account of 
the depressed condition of the stock mar- 
ket and the outlook for general business. 
Of course, should reports of the growing 
crop become decidedly unfavorable it would 
bring about an advance and perhaps an ac- 
tive one. The European spinners, however, 
need some very strong confirmation of crop 
damage before taking more generally of the 
local stock or buying more in this country. 
The movement this week again promises to 
fall under that of last year. Any specula- 
tion that comes into the market is much 
more likely to be of a buying than of a sell- 
ing kind, provided tnere 1s any evidence of 
a renewal of confidence either through more 
favorable political or other influences. To- 
wards the close our market became weak, 
and final prices are 1 point below Saturday’s 
close. Our New Orleans firm telegraphs us 
that Aberdeen, Miss., reports serious dam- 
age to everything in that section. fowie, 
Tex.—Frost. Brenham says the plant is 
stunted and withered.

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THE CEREAL SITUATION. 
A Week of Serious Depression in the 


Wheat Market. 


From The Stockholder, New York. 

It is a truism that after the rally which 
follows a panic in stocks, no matter how 
sharp the rally may be, prices when it is 
over fall back to a lower plane than they 
Started from. Wheat has done the same 
thing. Mr. John Cudahy’s bull deal last 
year resulted finally in a great decline, and 
cash wheat in Chicago sold at about 54 
cents. Then followed, when the speculative 
atmosphere cleared, a heavy advance; after 
that a long, steady, dreary and tedious 
reaction. Last week cash wheat in Chicago 
sold below the Cudahy.panic price. As is 
natural when any product sells at its low- 
est, sentiment was very bearish. No one 
could see good in the market. The same 
feeling probably obtains today. Yet it is 
plain that wheat is very low and it ought 
to be cheap. The articie has been seeking 
a commercial basis, thut is, a basis which 
will induce importing houses to buy it. It 
cannot be far from. that levei now. and 
conservative people feel thai it should be 
bought for a turn, that a rally is not far 
off. Talk of a bull pool with Armour at 
the head of it is heard. . Now the bears 
have a legitimate bear argument in the 
presence of excessive stocks. Anything 
that would retard reduction in these could 
hardly fail to cause, after manipulation had 
done its work, ultimate depression. That a 
speculative advance would retard -it is obvi- 
ous. Let us not forget what speculators 
did last year and year before—how they ad- 
vanced prices for other countries to sel] on. 
The bearish features to the situation are 
large stocks, the proximity of new wheat 
and the dull export demand. The bears 
claim that Chicago must get rid of a large 
amount of wheat before the market will 
mend. It is to be noted, however, that the 
visible has been reduced over  17,000.000 
bushels since January Ist. No such reduc- 
tion has occurred before for ten vears, It 
is also to be noted in favor of the bull side 
that unofficial stocks have been depleted 
about as fast as the visible. It is a fact 
that stocks in sight are now 10, 00.000 bush- 
els less than last year; invisible stocks 


hese features should be kept in ot 
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made entirely subservient in speculative 
argument to the situation’s bearish features, 
Of the latter the most serious, in our judg- 
ment, is furnished by the fact that, al- 
though wheat is selling at phenomenally 
low prices in this country, the foreigners 
are not the least concerned about the fu- 
ture, but seem very confident that they will 
be able to buy from Russia, Argentine, In- 
dia and Australia all the wheat they require 
during the coming twelve months. e 45,- 
009,000 bushels or so afloat for Europe is the 
deterrent factor which explains the con- 
fident attitude of Europe. There has been 
very little change in the world’s crop situa- 
tion. California advices say that things 
look poorly in that state and in the north- 
west, but the trade is very skeptical as to 
any material shortage in yield. Reports 
from the southwest do not encourage the 
belief, if the latter is seriously entertained 
anywhere, that that region will raise less 
wheat than a year ago. The chances are 
that it will grow much more. Trustworthy 
advices indicate that improvement has been 
steady since the first of the month. It isa 
fact that the weather in the northwest has 
been against the farmers. Seeding is a 
little late in portions of the spring wheat 
belt, esnec‘ally in the Red river valley, and 
it was further retarded last week by a most 
unprecedented downfall of rain. 
of damage from this seurce were, of 
course, current after the storm, when it 
was said that large areas of recently plant- 
ed wheat had been washed out. There is 
reason to believe that such injury like that 
caused by frosts at the close was mainly 
local. Corn and oats were, of course, un- 
favorably influenced by the depression in 
wheat, but not to the extent that some an- 
ticipated. The next two weeks will tell 
the story for corn and prices will doubtless 
hinge on receipts. If crop advices are re- 
liable oats should be bought.

The Remains of General Phil Cook 
Will Be Interred Today. 


THE STATEHOUSE WILL BE CLOSED 


And Those Who Knew and Ioved the 
Brave Officer Will Gather Around 
the Grave. 


Today all that was mortal of General Phil 
Cook will be placed beneath the sod of 
beautiful Rose Hill cemetery in Macon. 

There by the side of the beloved Colquitt 
and beneath the shadow of the magnolia 
and the pine, the old warrior will sleep 
on and on, the sleep that knows no waking. 

Grand old man! Fearless in the trying 
days of war; courageous in the sterner 
days of peace; faithful to the nobler tasks 
and duties of life, always gentle, tender, 
kind, affectionate—how he. will be missed 
{n very truth! 

Not among the public men in Georgia for 
many a day has there been one so popular, 
so much beloved as was General Phil Cook. 
the late secretary of state. 

He possessed such magnetism as draws 
one to another In bonds stronger than the 
commonplace feints at chivalry of modern 
times. He was a gentleman of the old 
school, always courteous and polite, always 
kindly disposed—always ready to respond 
with the warmth of his heart to the ap- 
proaches of stranger or of lifelong friend. 

As an evidence of the great fondness 
everybody who knew him professed for 
General Cook, there was a continuous 
stream of his friends and acquaintances 
pouring in to view his lifeless body all yes- 
terday. Many were the  soft-murmured 
words of sorrow that went up around his 
bier during the day and last night. 

His old comrades in arms, who survive 
with him the stormy days of the civil war, 
were there to bend over him and think of 
the times when, as their gallant leader, 
he carried them into battle where the 
fiery storm of carnage was most furious. 
There were his later friends in life, who 
have come to know him since he came to 
Atlanta as secretary of state and who in 
that short time had grown to love him with 
all the devotion of their hearts. 

This morning at 7:30 o’clock the funeral 
party attending the remains of the 
distinguished dead will leave for Macon. 
All the friends of the bereaved family liv- 
ing in Atlanta are asked to attend the 
burial, which is to occur in Macon,

Sweet music was ,rendered by a 
well selected choir and the service was one 
of solemnity and profound sorrow. 

Dr. Hopkins read the death ritual of the 
Methodist church. He read from the fortieth 
Psalm and from First Corinthians. 

™n the course of his sermon he spoke of 
the example given in death to human souls. 
He showed what a solemn thing is death 
and how it appealed to the living in ar- 
gument for perfect solution of the profound 
problems of life. 

“General Phil Cook,” said the speaker, 
“was a man with a wondrous nature. He 
was as fearless as the dauntless lion of the 
forest in the stormy days of war and yet 
at home and around the fierside he was as 
gentle and as tender at heart as the little 
grandchildren with whom he loved to play. 
He was as courteous even until his 
last breath left him as a Chesterfield, al- 
ways considerate for the feelings of others 
to a degree seldom witnessed in this day 
and time. Chief among his worthy traits 
was his incomparable bravery. He never 
feared danger, even courted~it in war. He 
never faced the dreary plains that spread 
out before the citizens of the south after 
that war had spent itself with faint heart. 
He was braver in peace than in war, if 
such could be. And when at last he came 
to die, at the ripe old age of more than 
three score years and ten, he lay down in 
perfect courage, in perfect peace, fearing 
nothing, obeying the call of his Great Su- 
perior, and with almost a smile playing in 
his kind eyes, turned to his daughter and 
said simply, ‘I believe I am going to die’— 
and died. 

The funeral ceremonies occurred at the 
residence of Mrs. W. L. Peel, daughter of 
the gifted and honored Georgian, at 6 
o'clock yesterday afternoon. It was attend- 
ed by many friends of the bereaved family. 

The Capitol Will Close. 

By special order of the governor the state- 
house will be closed today in honor of 
the lamented dead. The flag will be run at 
haif mast on the dome of the capitol. 

Following is the governor's order: 

State of Georgia, Executive Department, 
Atlanta, Ga., May 21, 1894: With deep sor- 
row, | announce the death of General Philip 
Cook, secretary of state, which occurred at 
gg this morning, at his home in this 
“General Cook had serveed his people 
with fidelity and ability in every field of 
private and of public life, in peace and in 
war, He was born in 1817. t the early 
age of eighteen he volunteered for peril- 
Ous service in the Seminole war. The fol- 
lowing year he again offered his services 
to defend his state against the Creek In- 
dians. Prior to the civil war he represent- 
ed Sumter county in the senate. As soon as 
his state joined in the confederacy he of- 
fered his sword to his new country, and dis- 
tinguished himself throughout the war by 
his personal courage, by his devotion to 
duty. and by his brilliant services as com- 
manding officer in a score of battles in 
which he fought successfully against tre- 
mendous odds, He was a member of the 
first constitutional convention to assemble 
after the war, and so took an early and 
efficient part in the restoration of his state 
to her former rank and posterity. Five 
times wus he elected to the house of repre- 
sentatives. and sat in four congresses, hay- 
ing been denied his seat upon his first eiec- 
tion. Upon the death of Colonel Nathan 
Crawford Barnett, he was, by Governor 
Gordon, appointed to succeed to the secre- 
taryship of state. February 15, 1890. This 

osition he held. having been twice elected 

y the people, until his death. 

“Throughout his long and honorable life 
General Cook was distinguished alike for 
his pre-eminent services to his state and to 
his country, and for his pure and lofty 
character—simple, strong, unstained, fuith- 
ful to every duty, As he loved his people, 
and served them. so will they revere his 
memory, and seek to do honor to the hero 
who, losing all in a disastrous war, remain- 
ed unwearied in their service, and diea in 
his old age sti]l laboring for them and 
holding them still as the dearest object of 
his love. He leaves us the legacy of his 
fame. the memory of a life of simple loyalty 
and devotion to his country’s service, and 
the jessons taught by such a life of duty 
and its crown of honor—the reverence and 
the deathless love of his people. 

“In respect to his memory it is ordered: 
That the judges of the supreme court end 
the heads of the several departments of 
the rovernment be, and they are hereby, 
appointed an escort of honer to accompany 
the hodv of General Cook to_Macon and 
attend the funeral ceremenies. It is further,

Uut of Respect to General Phil Cook’s 
Memory Court Adjourns. 

In honor to the memory of Georgia's hon- 
ored dead, General Phil Cook, secretary of 
state, the state courts adjourned at 2 
o’clock yesterday instead of holding the two 
sessions as is the custom. 

All the judges, in adjourning court in re- 
spect to the memory of Georgia’s war horse, 
spoke of him in no uncertain terms, and 
meted out to him in full measure the good 
words that have ever been his justice. Judge 
Lumpkin referred to him feelingly and 
spoke of his honest, rugged nature and his 
many fine qualities of heart and head. 
Judge Westmoreland spoke in the same vein 
ana said that incident after incident that 
would portray the great character of the old 
soiuler could be recalled. 

At the close of the morning session, Mr. 
J. C. Payne, formally notified the court of 
the death of General Phil Cook, secretary 
of state, and moved that the court take 
such action as might be deemed appropriate 
in reference thereto. 

yvuuge Van Epps said: “The court has 
heard with genuine saaness the formal an- 
nouncement of the death of tne venerable 
secretary of state. General Cook was a 
brave and skillful general of the confeder- 
acy. After the war he was, :or @ consid- 
erable time returned by his district to the 
congress of the United States and displayed 
great ability as a statesman in that exalt- 
ed forum. He was subsequently appointed 
a member of the capitol commission, The 
splendid edifice on the hill yonaer is a per- 
manent monument to the ability, integrity 
and economy in the public service of @<n- 
eral Cook, and his confreres on that board. 
At the time of his death he was secretary 
of state, and weil and worthily discharged 
the duties of that high office. He has 
served the public in many other important 
capacities, Indeed his name and his achieve- 
ments are interwoven much into the history 
of Georgia for the last forty years. He 
dies in the full enjoyment of the admiration 
and affection of his fellow citizens. It t+ 
ordered that at the close of the morning 
session of the court here that the court ad- 
journ until tomorrow morning in order that 
the officers of the court and his fellow citi- 
zens upon the jury and members of the bar 
may have an opportunity to pay the last 
tribute of respect to the memory of this dis- 
tinguished public servant.”

Many friends of Hon. William Clif- 
ton, of Savannah, the well known legisla- 
tor from the county of Chatham for a num- 
ber of years, called on the governor yes- 
terday in a quiet way and presented his 
name for consideration. The appointment 
will probably not be made for several days. 
There will be numerous friends of Mr. 
Clifton to push his claims before the gov- 
ernor, for there are few more popular men 
in the state than Bill Clifton, as he is fa- 
miliarly known among the politicians. 

The name of Judge Richard H. Clark has 
been suggested in connection with the va- 
cancy caused by the death of General Phil 
Cook. 

A number of prominent citizens have 
brought the claims of Judge Clark to the 
attention of Governor Northen. There is 
not a more popular man in the state, nor 
one who would hono? the pvsition with 
greater ability. For more than forty years 
Judge Clark has been a prominent figure in 
the political and judicial life of this state, 
and his memory of men and measures is 
phenomenal. Na man was ever endowed 
with a more wonderful recollection. 

At present Judge Clark occupies a re- 
sponsible office, but one that keeps him 
daily occupied. His claims will be urged by 
his many friends in the city, and every in- 
fluence will be used to securé his appoint- 
ment by Governor Northen, 

Clifton a Candidate. 

Savannah, Ga., May 12.--(Special.)—Hon. 
William Clifton, of Savannah, has an- 
nounced his canuidacy for the secretaryship 
of state, to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death of General Phil Cook. Mr. Clifton has 
many warm friends in this section who will 
urge him for the appointment. He is at 
present attending the session of‘the superior 
court in Liberty county, but will come up 
and go to Atlanta tomorrow night. 

A Petition from Milledgeville. 

Milledgeville, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)—A 
strong petition has been sent from this 
county requesting Governor Northen to ap- 
point the Hon. D. B. Sanford secretary of 
gtate in thé place of General Phil Cook. 
Judge Sanford is well known throughout 
Georgia as a man of ability, a true demo- 
erat and well worthy to occupy this posi- 
tion. We do not think Governor Northen 
could make an appointment that would be 
more satisfactory to the people of Georgia.

SERIOUSLY INJURED. 


The Cotton Plant Has Suffered from 
the Cold Snap. 


AND OAMAGED ALSO BY THE WIND 


The Plant Appearsto Be Parched and in 
a Very Bad Condition—The Farmers 
Are Very Much Depressed. 


Between the fali in temperature, which 
has carried the mercury below the point of 
frost, and the dry, cold winds which have 
swept over the country with their blighting 
breath during the past few days, the cotton 
plant has received a backset from which it 
is well nigh useless tu expect a complete 
recovery. 

“The cotton has suffered almost as much 
from the wind as it has from the cold 
weather,” said a prominent cotton dealer 
yesterday afternoon. 

The plant is in bad condition. This much 
is settled beyond dispute and the farmers 
are very greatly concerned. The crop was 
not a very large one to start with and 
mary discouraging vircumstances have 
marked the year and caused the farmers to 
feel very blue over the situation. 

An effort was made to find Mr. S. M. 
Inman vesterdar, but a call at his office 
developed the information that he was not 
in the city. 

How the Crop Is Damaged. 

A number of farmers were seen on the 
streets yesterday and they were all looking 
as if they had met with a very Ca- 
iamity.

Instead of having 
the bright, fresh color of green, which it 
ought to have in its flourishing condition, 
the plant is dry and brittle and looks as if 
it The color has been 
changed to a dark, ugly green. It ts bare- 
ly possible that a change in the tempera- 
ture may revive the cotton and alter the 
situation, but I feel very gloomy and de- 
spondent over the outlook.”’ 

This the as it was narrated 
the yesterday. Every farmer 
Was approached on the subject gave the 
same +estimony, with the same doleful ex- 
pression, which revealed how much he was 
interested. 

Mr. €. B. Howard, a well known planter, 
came up from Fort Valley yesterday and 
reported thar nearly all of the cotton along 
the way had been severely injured after 
the manner already described. 

From other sections of the country the 
same discouraging report has veen received 
and the inference, drawn from these start- 
ling disclosures, is that all of the cotton 
pelt, from East Tennessee to New Mexico, 
is involved. 

In the Cotton Belt. 

The returns us to the actual amount of 
damage sustained throughout the cotton 
belt have not as vet been received. 

A glance at the temperature for iast Sun- 
day, which was about the coldest day of 
the bad spell, may throw a light on the 
situation. 

The average 
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minimum temperature for 
the district, of which Atlanta is the center, 
was 42 degrees on last Sunday. The situa- 
tions in the Atlanta district are as fol- 
lows: Atlanta, Chattanooga, Columbus, 
Gainesville, Greenville, Griffin, Macon, New- 
nan, Spartanburg, Toccoa and West Point. 

The wind was the only thing which saved 
the district from a severe frost fall. A 
slight frost, however, would have been pre- 
ferable to the injury wrought by the vio- 
Jent wind. 

In the Augusta district the temperature 
Sunday was 40 degrees. For the other dis- 
iricts the temperature was as follows: 
Charleston 44, Galveston 50, Little Rock 50, 
Alemphis 42, Mobile 42, Montgomery 44, New 
Orleans 44, Savannah 44 and Wilmington 46. 

From these indications, which vary only 
a little from those in the Atlanta district, 
it would seem that the injury was coex- 
tensive with the entire cotton territory. 

Severely Injured. 

The cold wave has played sad havoc with 
Georgia’s crops. : 

Just what damage has been wrought can- 
not be determined as yet, but from all ap- 
pnearances every section of the state has 
suffered materially. 

Reports to the weather bureau show that 
the cotton crop has received a blow from 
which it will be difficult to recover, and if 
not totally destroyed, as some of the re- 
ports from different counties seem to in- 
dicate, the plant will be retarded in its 
growth from two ito three weeks. 

Possibly the greatest injury has been done 
in north Georgia. In that section the winds 
have been strongest and the temperature 
lowest. he tender condition of the cotton 
plant rendered it peculiarly susceptible to 
the ravages of the northwester, which for 
the past three days has been sweeping 
across the siate, and the effect ol this 
wind upon the.plant has perhaps been more 
harmful than the cold weather. Ali of the 
moisture has been taken from the young 
pliant, leaving it in a2 dry and seared condi- 
tion. The bud itself, however, has not been 
killed and with warm and favmable weather 
during vhe next few weeks a fair crop may 
be yet in store for the Georgia furmers. 

In all other lines of farm produce the 
prospecis are that the iosses will be severe. 
Kiipe vats, peas, potatoes and watermelons 
come in for their share and have suffered 
accordingly. 

A report to the weatier bureau from 
Campbeli county staied that a severe storm 
had beaten down the crops in that locality, 
jeaving the cotton in a bruised condition, 
much of the foliage being beaten off from 
the stalk. 

A Fayette county report said that the cot- 
ton was all dried up and it lcoked as if a 
simoon had scorched tne whole crop. 

The report from Crawford county was 
none the less discouraging. ‘All the cotton 
in this place,’’ it stated, “looks like it is 
dead, and everything else was hurt.” 

According to these reports this was the 
only county in the state’ in which frost oc- 
curred. Two different reports staie that 
in low and damp places a heavy frost fell. 
The absence of frost was not due, however, 
tv the temperature. In all parts of the 
state, had not a heavy coaiing of clouds 
been ushered in by the stiff gales, killing 
frosts would have occurred on both Satur- 
duy and Sunday. 

A glunce at the comparative temperature 
in the different parts of the state is in- 
teresting. 

On Saturday the mercury in Atlanta 
registered 47 degrees, Americus 54, Forsyth 
47, Gainesville 40, Newnan 44, West Point 
48, Griffin 40 and at Macon 50 degrees. 

On Sunday the cold wave was at its 
height in Atlanta. At 7 o’clock a. m. the 
thermometer scored the coldest weather 
known in this city during May for fifteen 
years. Then tne mercury struck 89. At the 
same time in Gainesville it was 38 degrees, 
in Griffin 38, in Newnan 4, in West Point 
42 and in Coluinbus 44. 

A Talk with Colonel Nesbitt. 

“Yes, sir,’’ said Colonel R. T. Nesbitt, 
state commissioner of agriculture, “I am 
very much afraid that this cold weather 
has played a sad game of annihilation with 
the cotton crop in this quarters of the 
south. I ma very much concerned for the 
farmers of Georgia. I fear that they have 
suffered far raore than can be calculated 
here and now. 

“I judge from the damage that has been 
done my own crop. It cannot be easily esti- 
mated. This morning I went over my en- 
tire farm and was discouraged beyond meas- 
ure when I saw how severe the injury to 
my cotton had been. The cotton that has 
been chopped out and plowed has suffered 
very much indeed. I have cotton at all 
periods of growth—that is to say I have it 
that is just ceming up, having been planted 
late; I have it that has been out of the 
ground long enough to: be chopped out, and 


out, but is so sufficiently advanced as to 
have been chopped ana plowed the second 
time. 

“I notice that the cotton that has suf- 
fered most is that which has been chopped 
and plowed. The cotton planted earliest 
seems to have suffered most. It has com- 
pletely wilted to the ground andthe field 
has the appearance of having had scalding 
water poured over the furrows, causing the 
young plants to fold themselves right down 
upon the beds of the rows and lie there as 
though the very life of them had been burnt 
Out Dy hor water. 

“It is piuuful. Here the farmers have just 
begun io think that they were getting on 
pretiy well after the lasi cold spell of 
weactner, which was itseif late enough to 
co considerabdie harm to the growing crops, 
when a most remarkable speil comes along 
to hurt them even worse.’’ 

“What is your estimate of the damage 
that has been done?’ was asked. 

“it wouldn't know how to make an esti- 
mate this early,’’ was the reply, “having 
not heard from any of my correspondents 
on the subject. I only know from what I 
have observed from the damage done my 
Own crops that the loss to the average 
Georgia farmer is got to be considerable. 
You see, cotton cannot stand such a storm 
as other crops might be expected to stand 
The cottean pliant when young is a very ten- 
der thing. It cannot bear cold weather, 
and such an unexpected downpour of cold 
as we have had within the past two or three 
days is something never dreamed of by the 
planters of this section at this period of the 
vear.’’ 

“Do you think cotton that has not been 
chopped has suffered so keenly as to give 
poor stands?’ was asked. 

“Well, the cotton that has just 
out of the ground “snd that had not been 
thinned out by the hoe when the cold 
weather came along has @ertainly fared bet- 
ter than that which was somewhat further 
advanced—that which nad been chopped 
out, and worse still that which had been 
plowed the second time. But it has all 
suffered very greaily. The unchopped crop 
seems to have suffered less because it was 
all choked up together in the furtows, don't 
you know, and had some kind support 
and comfort in being hugged up by the 
closely neighboring plants so thick in the 
rows. When this comes to be chopped out 
t think there will be enough of the plants 
to allow the chopper to leave a pretty g god 
stand. But I tell you it is a tale that 
the older cotton has to tell since the storm. 
You cannot fancy how deplorable the situa- 
tion looked to me this :norning when I went 
out and viewed my fields of cotton laid 
low by the withering hand of the « 
storm.

The Report from Columbus. 

Columbus, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)—The 
cotton crop throughout this section is dam- 
aged to some extent by visitation of cold 
weather. From farmers from all districts 
adjacent to Columbus, both in Georgia and 
Alabama, who have been in the city today, 
it is learned that the leaves of cotton are 
considerably bitten by cold. The buds, 
however, are not hurt, though the cold 
Wiis retard to some extent the growth of 
the stalk. ‘lune cotton crop, previous to this 
cold was hardly up to the avs zrowth 
for this season, for long continued drought 
had ailected it considerably. 

The oat crop is greatly or, the result of 
the drougnt. Many farmers report that 
spring oats are almosta fallure. Fall oates 
as yet, however, are not seriously hurt. 

The corn is about as usual. There will be 
a splendid yield throughout this section. 

Parties in the city today from Harris 
county, Georgia, and Russell county, Ala- 
pama, bring about the same report. ‘The 
weather has moderated considerably, and 
it looks tonight that more rain will follow 
the coid. The past week’s rains have been 
the first for about seven weeks. ‘Tie 
and wind, however, removed ail the gooud 
that these rains accompusned. 

Cotton Damaged in Floyd. 

Rome, Ga., May Zi.—(5peciail.)—ine cold 
weather has damaged to a considerable ex- 
tent, the tender vegetables, and it is fear- 
ed the cotton crop 11 tills county.

From Seuth Georgia. 

Savannah, Ga., May 21.—special.)—The 
cottom crop in this section, while it has not 
been materiaily damaged by the recent cold 
snap, has suffered to some extent, thoug 
it cannot be told as yet to just what the 
damage will amount. There has been no 
frost anywhere in south Georgia so far as 
is known, but the effect of the cool tem- 

ture has been feit by the cotton. 
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southern Gcorgia say that cotton is looking 
very sick, though there has ween no signs 
of frost. 

Milien and Statesboro report material 
damage to the crop, but can’t tell to what 
extent, and the Lake City people there say 
there has been no damage there so far as 
can be ascertained. 

{t is gathered from reports from differ- 
ent points in this section that the greatest 
damage done to the crop is a setback cf 
perhaps a week or ten days. it may have 
a tendency, the cotton men say, to make the 
yield slightly smaller, though it is thought 
it will be local and inappreciable in amount. 

The quick recovery of the crop to the 
conditions on which it was before the cold 
will depend entirely upon the weather from 
now on. It is thought that with warm 
weather for some days the crop will bé ful- 
ly restored. 

Reports from southern Georgia and from 
points just west of Savannah state that 
cotton is from six to twelve inches high, 
and was, before the cold snap, fairly well 
advanced for the season. Much of it is in 
bloom, and some in boll. The acreage in 
this section is about the same as last year, 
with the exception of the sea island cotton 
in the acreage of which there is an increase 
of about 10 per cent. The damage-from the 
cold was not confined to the upland, but 
the long staple was also materially affected. 

Cotton Set Back Two Weeks. 

Americus, Ga., May 21.—(Special.)—South- 
west Georgia escaped frost Saturday and 
Sunday nights by only a few degrees, vege- 
tables and cotton being slightly nipped and 
wilted by the cold winds. 

Cotton, while not killed, has been severe- 
ly chilled and is set back in growth by ten 
days to two weeks. It is claimed by some 
that frost was seen Sunday morning in 
low and damp places, put the actual dam- 
age resulted from the driving winds. 

Crops in Mississippi. 

Jackson, Miss., May  21.—(Special.)—In 
some localities in the state the cold spell 
of Saturday night have checked 
cotton and it is feared will 
Sive it the “sore shin,’’ which means a 
disturbance of} the stand. Crops in the 
delta, both of corn and cotton, are reported 
splendid. Reports from that portion of the 
state indicate that cotton has not been seri- 
Ously damaged, as it was first feared. If 
warm weather follows soon with a warm 
shower the damage will not be so great to 
cotton, either in the delta or in the hills. 

The corn crop reported good every- 
whe re, and in many localities the outlook 
for corn is better than for many years. 

The berry crop, by the frost of last March, 
according to Dr. John. McKay, of Madison 
Station, one of the berry centers of the 
state, was damaged 70 per cent. The same 
reports come trom Crysta! Springs and oth- 
er berry and truck localities. 

The frost of Saturday night did not dam- 
age truck farms materially. It only nipped 
some the top biooms of the tomatoes. 
The tomato crop is fair and will be abun- 
dant.

There the 
damage to both cotton and truck raisers 
was more severe. At Holly Springs, Miss., 
there was a slight fall of snow Saturday 

morning.

Judge Fain Doesn’t Like the Cracks 
in the Arch. 


FALL OF A CHURCH STEEPLE RECALLED 


When the County Commission Meets It 
Will Be Asked to Have the Court- 
house Aunex Inspected. 


When the county commissioners meet

“It was begun 
by a crack in the arch and I came very 
near losing my life by it. W. G. New- 
man and 1 were the contractors and 1 was 
at the church arranging some small de- 
tail when one of the workmen called my 
attention to a crack in the archway. I saw 
it, but it didn’t look at all dangerous, It 
gradually spread and in a few hours was 
as wide as your hand. I then called for the 
head workman and asked him what to do 
about it.

If my attention had 
not been called to the cracks in the arch 
just when it was I would have been 
crushed with the fall, for 1 was just about 
to mount into the steeple to look after some 
work about which I was very anxious.

Now, mind you, I don't 
say that there is any real danger as yet, 
but }] prefer that the building be inspected 
and that it either be declared all right or 
unsafe. With this in view I shall hand in 
a petition to the county commissioners.”
